Wo have it 
in evidence, therofore, that t| British 
industry providing for the: mnintananco of 
a numerous pupulation can be half paralys- 
ed through trusting too largely to a single 
source for sn adequate smount of raw 
material. Years ago, warning voices’ pre- 
dicted that this-catastrophe must happen 
sooner or later, unless means were adopted 
to render the British cotton industry less 
dependent on tho American surpls. ‘What 
is thereto prevent a similar shortage o0- 
ourring some day in the supplics of food we 
receive from the United States? As-in 
the case of cotton, American -éonsumption 
increases with tho growch of. population, 
while on this side ofthe Atlantic the 
number: of -paople:.to ‘be fed augments 
annually.
